CURIOUS AFFAIR AGITATING 
CHURCH CIRCLES. 


Galesburg Farmer, Excommunicated by 
His Church, Sues to Recover $10,000 
Damages—His Tale of the Wrongs He 
las Suffered as the Result of the Excom- 
municatlon— Talks with the Church Peo- 


Hultgren has sued the 
First Evangelical 
Lutheran Church for 
excommunicating him. 
He considers that the 
excommunication has 
hurt him to the extent 
of about $10,000, and 
he asks that the dea- 
cons be mulcted in that unt. The ferment 
‘has spread far beyond Galesburg, for excom- 
munication has long been one of the cherished 
privileges of the church, and Mr. Hultgren is 
the first person in the United States who has 
sought to have the privilege appraised. 

The history of the case is wrapped in 
‘musty records, in medieval palimpsests, and 
cob-webbed tomes; and from these there is 
‘no need to disinter it. The pitn of it is that, 
fifteen years ago, Swan Hulteren, a farmer,

A Telegram Interrupts Proceedings on the 
Gallows in a Georgia Town. 

ArLaxra, Ga., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
neck of Lewis Moore had a narrow escape to- 
day. He was sentenced to be hanged at 12 
m. in Georgetown, two miles from the 
nearest telegraph station, Eufaula. 
At 10:50 a message was received 
in the Atlanta office asking 
Moore’s respit. It was hurried to the Gov- 
ernor, and at 11:10 the respit message was 
on the way, reaching Augusta, Ga., which 
usually repeats the Eufaula business, at 11:11. 
Augusta’s Eufaula wire was down and the 
message was tiashed over the wire

Revenue Reform isa Big Issue—Senator 
Kenna’s Reply to Mr. Sherman’s Attack 
on the President's Message—Republic- 
ans Once Favored the Same Ideas— 
Petition of Chicago Packers for Free 
Salt—A Wisconsin Manufacturing Firm 
Wants Free Material. 

Wasuinctox, D. C., Feb. 2—Mr. Kenna 
today addressed the Senate on the subject of 
the President’s message on the surplus rev- 
enue and tariff matters, and of Mr. Sher- 
man’s sbeech in reply thereto. The speech 


might justly be regarded as a chalienge. 
Alter quoting some extracts from Mr. Sher- 
man’s speech, and also extracts from the 
works of Jefferson (bearing on the question 
of publie improvements), from messages 
of Presidents Jackson and Arthur, 
from the reports of Secretary Folger, Sec- 
retary McCulloch, and Secretary Manning, 
he summed up by saying that four successive 
Secretaries of the Treasury, two Republicans 
and two Democrats, and two successive 
Presidents, one a Republican and the other 
a Democrat, had united in their condemna- 
tion of asurplus revenue and in their de- 
mand for a reduction in the public burdens. 
There never had been atime when the un- 
necessary withdrawal from circulation of 
the currency of the country and its. hoard- 
ing in the Treasury was justifiedor calmly 
contemplated. The Senator from Ohio had 
forgotten his own anxieties when surround- 
ed in both Houses ot Congress by a 
majority of his own y iriends. In 1882 
he exclaimed in the Senate that there was no 
sentimentin the country stronger than that 
Con s had neglected its duty in not re- 
pealing taxes that were obnoxious and un- 
necessary and that he was determined that 
sin should not lie at his door. 

The Senator from Ohio had assailed the 
President because of the statement in the

taxed,’’? The Senator had denounced Con- 
gress for its failure to provide subsidies for 
postal communication with South American 
arg x, 1— had denounced the President for 
his fai to approve the River and Harbor 
bill. But thé question of subsidies was

The antagonism of the President 
and of his party to the subsidizing of special 
interests or classes needed no defense. Faith- 
fulness to public trust and a judicious regard 
forthe public interest had stood alike as 
parriers to an act whose omission the Sen- 
ator from Ohio condemned. 

As to the failure of the House of Repre- 
sertatives to pass the Blair bili last session, 
he said that while he (Kenna) had been a 
friend to that bill, still, when it was invoked 
in opposition to the rehef of the present 
burdens of the people, the Blair bill and he 
had to part company.

Turnk to the subject of the «tariff, ‘ 
Kenna said that the tariff laws in force now, 
with some modifications adopted py peculiar 
and questionable methods in 1882, are sub- 
stantially those known as the “ Morrill tariff 
of 1867.” The Senator from Ohio aided 
largely in passing that tariff. He denied that 
the large increase of that period was intend- 
ed for the protection of labor. He denied 
that reducing the duties increased the rev- 
enue, for he supported large additions to the 
duties for that very purpose. Nobody asks 
for free trade. The true solution was the 
fair and just medium which shall produce 
the revenues the country needs, no more and 
no less, according to the plain dictates of 
common honesty, as declared by the last 
Democratic platform in a spirit of fairness 
to all interests.“ 

He further said: “It is undoubtedly true 
that, while our excess of impost duties has 
had a tendency to build up and foster monop- 
olies and enrich the few at the expense of 
the many, it has had a like tendency to in- 
voke free competition to labor and to reduce 
the workingmen to the minimum of compen- 
sation.

HUNTING FOR VOTES. 


Democrats Looking Up Republicans to Sup- 
port the Committee Tariff Measure. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb. 2.—[Special. It 
is expected that the Tariff bili will be re- 
ported to the full Ways and Means Commit- 
tee next Tuesday, or by Thursday at the 
latest. A week afterward it will be present- 
ed to the House, and it is expected that by 
the middie of March the measure will be 
sent over to the Senate. No material

It was a 
wonderfui city, Fire could not destroy it, 
nor eould riot, and if a tidal wave from Lake 
Michigan came ever it, it would probably fol- 
low the advice given the woman whose chick- 
ens were drowned and keep ducks. 

He then introduced ex-Gov. John M. Ham- 
ilton, who spoke to The State of IIlinois.“ 
It was a big subject, he said, and he was em- 
barrassed at speaking to it. He referred to 
the early history of IIlinois, and showed how 
the real estate men saw the grand possibil- 
ities of the country, and began a boom which 
brought the great tide of immigration this 
way and made the State what it was. Chi- 
cago; was destined to be the London of the 
new world. He had always thought real es- 
tate men a little regardless of the truth, but 
in age be the glories and future of Chi- 
cago they had fallen short of the reality al- 
ways. In time it would annex Indiana, and 
would do it before the Hoosiers woke-up to: 
the fact that they were losing their land. 

Alexander 8. Porter of Boston was next 
introduced, and he responded to Boston.“ 
„ There is no Real Estate Board in Boston, 
he said, and so l represent no one here but 
myself. Why there is no Real Estate 
there I cannotsay. I can only think that the 
capitalists of Boston have been so bored by 
the importunities of individuai real estate 
men that they could uot stand the attacks of 
a collective body.“ 

He reviewed briefiyathe history of dear, 
old, crooked”” Boston, and compared its 
growth with that of Chicago. His address 
was brief but interesting. 

The Hon. James R. Doolittle was the next 
speaker, and he spoke at length on a subject 
that was evidently near to his heart. Home- 
stead Exemption from Taxation.“ He said: 
„All that is good in society clusters around 
the sacred homestead, so that all that tends 
to increase the homesteads in our midst 1s of 
inestimable advantage. And, let me ask, 
what is more potent in this direction than 
the real estate man!“ 


All legislation should tend to induce men 


to purchase homesteads. But to make this 
thing practicable something should be done 
to prevent the further progress of land mo- 
nopoly by syndicates and individuals. The 
law of Illinois fixed the limit of a homestead 
at $1,000. That must have been fixed about 
the time the salaries of the Jud were 
fixed, Wisconsin fixed it at $5, That 
might be too high, but in Illinois it was cer- 
tainly too low. 

The question might be asked why a home- 
stead should be exempt. it was on the 
grounds of public policy, because the home 
was the corner-stone of civilization, and so 
should not be broken up by debt. The obli- 
gation growing out of the marriage contract 
to provide shelter and home was general, 
prior, and was certainly more sacred than 
any other contract, and so it should be pro- 
tected from all other kinds. 

He had seen in youth men thrown into 
jail for debt, and it might be that that im- 
8 upon him the necessity of exemption. 

e believed they should be exempt 
from taxation because, as was generally 
known, the moderate homes were assessed 
much nearer their actual value than the ex- 
pensive ones. He would give the owner ot a 
homestead extra political power by giving 
him an extra vote—one vote he would have 
in common with all other men and one as the 
head of a family.

Louis.“ He said that St. Louis had been re- 
tarded in its growth by being the Capital of 
a slave State, but it had recovered from that 
drawback now and was being built up by 
itsown capital.

Robert C. Givins replied to. “ Ownershi 
ys.

They are in favor of revising the 
tariff wherever the policy ol protection to 
American industry will allow of it and it 
will not be prejudicial to the public , inter- 
ests, and that is the doctrine affirmed by 
Arthur and Garfield and four successive 
Republican Secretaries of the Treasury and 
laid down im the Republican — of 1884. 
Is that free trade! 

The yell of free trade will have no effect in 
déluding the people or intimidating the 
workers in the cause of tariff revision. They 
are not children to be scared by bogies. Nor 
will the ultra-protectionists and trust-monop- 
oly advocates succeed in making any issue as 
between protection and free trade. All the 
clamor they can make upon their war-tariff 
tomtéms, accompanied by their free-trade 
yells, will pass away as mere noise. It still 
remains for them to show that these enor- 
mous War taxes are necessary and that the 
reductions demanded by tariff-reformers 
cannot be made and yet ieave the tariff high 
enough to answer all purposes of moderate 
protection.

THE INDIANA TALLY-SHEET FORGERS. 
The conviction of the two tally-sheet for- 
gers, Bernhamer and Coy, the latter the leader 


ing the returns of the election at Indianapo- 
lis in 1886 so as to elect the Democratic 
candidate for criminal Judge, is a distinct 
gain for an honest ballot-box in that State.

THE CITY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Ald. Wetherell’s explanation of the failure 
of the Finance Committee of the Council to 
enter on the consideration of the annual ap- 
propriation bill is not satisfactory. There is 
no good reason why Mr. Wetherell and his 
associates should be “perplexed” because 
the Supreme Court failed to hand down its 
decision last month in the Hyde Park case. 
It is the Aldermen’s duty to assume that the 
annexation 1s valid. It will be so held. The 
decision will be rendered before the Council 
has taken final action on. the recommenda- 
tions of the committee, which will hardly make 
a mistake in estimating for the new Twenty- 
fifth Ward as a part of the city. In any case 
the committee cannot with any degree of 
propriety deter action much longer.

In accordance with this provision the Con- [ 
trolier cannot delay his report beyond Mon- 
day. It is usual to submit it earlier in the 
year. The committee can hardly ignore the 
consideration of the report once it is sub- 
mitted. It will take fully three weeks to 
agree on a budget, so it will be about the 
Ist of March before the full Council will have 
an opportunity to consider the subject. This 
will leave but one month for discussion. Dur- 
ing this time one-half of the Aldermen will 
be busy canvassing for reélection and can 
give little time for the proper corsider- 
ation of the most important subject which 
engages the attention of the Council. 

It is simply absurd for the Finance Com- 
mittee to put off consideration of the appro- 
priation on the silly pretext of the Hyde Park 
„ perplexity.“ The Twenty-fifth Ward mat- 
ter will come out all right. The committee 
should act as if there was no doubt about it. 


NATURAL GAS FOR CHICAGO. 

There 1s now a reasonable prospect that 
natural gas will soon be offered for consump- 
tion by the people of Chicago. The well 
recently struck in Indiana, at a distance of 
only seventy miles from this city, is reported 
to be flowing as freely and with as great a 
pressure as the average weil in the Pittsburg 
region. If the statement be correct it means 
an efflux of about 15,000,000 cubic feet per 
day, and there 1s little room to doubt that 
other wells may be bored with success in 
that vicinity. Allowing for the uncertainty 
that always attends a supposition not 
fully established, it may be said that 
the chances are good for a speedy 
solution of the gas problem. It is 
reported that trenches are already being 
dug in the direction of this city, which will 
receive pipes as soon as they can be fur- 
nished by parties who are under contract to 
manufacture them. It is also fair to presume 
that these mains will run through other gas- 
bearing fieids, as they bend around the head 
of Lake Michigan, the rocks there being geo- 
logically indicated as containing an abun- 
dance of the precious material, and only 
awaiting the explorer tw yield up their treas- 
ures for the benefit of the dwellers at the 
mouths of the Chicago and Caiumet. 


the question of cost. How much will the peo- 
ple be asked to pay for the service? The gas 
cannot be supplied for nothing. Even at the 
distance of half a mile from the wells in 
Washington County, Pennsylvania, the sup- 
ply for a single stove is charged for at the 
rate of $1.50 per month, and not less than 
seven months in the year. It costs money to 
bore the wells, and lay the pipes, and pay 
rental for the land occupied. But there may 
be exaggerated ideas of the total of this ex- 
pense per unit of supply. It would certainly 
be an exaggeration to say that the service 
can cost anything like the sum that has been 
named by friends of the proposed pipe lines 
to this city, and wrong to claim that 
the service would be worth so much. It was 
stated in these columns a few days ago that 
15 cents per thousand feet is the equivalent 
of coal value here. At that figure there 
would be only a small inducement to con- 
sumers to make the proposed substitution of 
gas-pipes for coal-burning apparatus, and at 
much more than that they might just as well 
keep as they are, except as the avoidance of 
coal-smoke would be for the general good. 
At 10 cents it would pay to make the change 
and submit to the annoyance and expense of 
altering from the old style of warming and 
steam generating to the new. At five cents 
it would be stili more attractive, and there is 
no doubt that the service of gas could be per- 
formed at that price with a good profit. 

Up toa few weeks ago the people of the 
Pittsburg region were supplied with natural 
gas at the rate of a little less than three cents 


the supplymg companies, though they pipe 
the gas from a distance averaging not much 
less than twenty miles, and with a large over- 
lapping of capital, It is stated that the ag- 
gregate capital of the companies supplying 
the gas is about $16,500,000, while there is no 
doubt that $10,000,000 would be found sutf- 
ficient to sink the wells and lay the mains 
needed to furnish this city with all the gas 
likely to be wanted at present. That sum

REPLY. 

The “division” in the party arises only from 
the abandonment of its platform by some of the 
ultra high-tariff people in the East, and they are 
rapidly coming to their senses and will see that 
there can be no harmony without concession 
and a return on their part to first principles. 

Nobody desires harmony in the party more 
earnestly than the editor of THe TRIBUNR, but 
he insists thatthe harmony shall be on the 
basis of the Republican platform of 18%, which 
pledged the party to correct the irregularities 
and inequalities of the tariff and denounced the 
Democratic party for not having done so. 

Tun TRIBUNE wants a moderate reduction of 
duties. It does not believe in free trade, and 
it is amazed that one of its friends and so intelli- 
gent a man as the writer of this communication 
should imagine that it advocates any such policy. 

But since the war hasibeen over more than 
twenty years and the Government does not need 
the revenues it 1s now raising, we believe 
the time has come for a gradual reduction of 
duties to something more like a common-sense 
basis; and we believe turther that the party 
which obstinately insists upon keeping up the 
present high level of ultra-protection, thereby 
creating monopolies and trusts and enriching 
the few at the expense of the many, will inevit- 
ably go down in ruin and will deserve its fate. 
If the ultra high-tariff Republicans do not 
come to a realization of the situation and 
agree “ harmoniously to fulfill the pledges of 


the party made in 1884 to the people, we 


see no hope at the approaching election of Re- 
publican success, 

As to what the writer says about England and 
what Engiand wants, it seems to us that it is a 
narrow and contracted view to take of à public 
question to say that we must first ask England 
what she thinks about it and then adopt the 
opposit view. We should think it as foolish ‘to 
pursue always a policy of opposition to England 
as one of assent. 

But in truth we have perceived no indication 
anywhere that the English are agitating them- 
selves on the question of our tariff one way or 
the other. On the contrary, we believé it to be 
the sincere conviction of most intelligent En- 
glishmen—in fact, of every one we have ever 
met—that if this country were to reduce the 
tariff to a moderate basis and provide its manu- 
facturers with free raw material We should soon 
be competing with Engiand in all the markets of 
the world. The margin which prevents us from 
sending our cotton goods to China and driving 
England out of that market is now so narrow 
that if the cost of manufacture in the United 
States were reduced § per cent we should be able 
to share that and all the other Oriental markets 
with Great Britain. 

The same is true of other manufactures, espe- 
cially of boots and shoes. Boots and shoes are 
already cheaper in this country than in England, 
owing to American ingenuity and the superior 
quality of American labor. This is about the 
only prime necessity of life except food which 
can be obtained in the United States cheaper 
than in Great Britain. This cheapness is chiefly 
due to the fact that leather is not taxed, and if 
all other raw materials entering into the produc- 
tion of shoes were admitted free of duty, and the 
manufacturer had his machinery at the same 
prices as his competitors abroad, we should in- 
vade every market in the world with American 
boots and shoes and drive out foreign competi- 
tors. Woolen goods likewise would go abroad in 
large quantities if the cost of manufacture were 
reduced, as it easily might be. Indeed the list 
could be extended indefinitly.

County-Attorney Bliss has made a 
thorough investigation of the case and feels 
sure that he can show that the school is un- 
der the protection of the Roman Catholic 
Church and in its interest, and therefore is 
not one that the county is bound to support 
under the law. 

The points he makes are that both sides 
agree on the following facts: That the in- 
corporators of the home are members of the 
Order of Sisters of the Good Shepherd; that 
the ninety-three girls charged for came some 
from the House of the Good Shepherd and 
some from St. Joseph’s Asylum; and “ that 
the Sisters of the Good Shepherd named in 
the act incorporating the House of the Good 
Shepherd, and their successors in office, be- 
long to one of the several orders of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church under the general de- 
nomination of nups, and that upon their ad- 
mission to said order they assumed certain 
vows by which they are pledged to be- 
lief in the tenets and doctrines of 
the Roman Catholic Church to the 
absolute exclusion of all other religious 
creeds, and also to yieid implicit obedience 
to mandates of the superior authorities of

IS WILLIE DICKINSON ALIVE? 
— 


A Wisconsia: Chariie Ross Case About to 
Be Cleared Up 

Frorence, Wis., Feb. 2.—The mystery 
of the case of Willie Dickinson, the son 
ef Capt. W. E. Dickinson, Superintendent of 
the Commonwealth mine at the neighboring 
Town of Commonwealth, who was supposed 
to have been abducted five years ago, isin a 
fair way to be cleared up by the return of the 
boy to his home. It is reported on good 
authority that within a short time Capt. 
Dickinson has been approached with a 
proposal for the return of the boy, 
the sum of 510,000 being demanded 
as a ransom and the affidavit of Capt. Dickin- 
son not to prosecute. The offer was not ac- 
cepted at that time, but negotiations were 
pending for the return of the lost boy. The 
announcement that the child is alive causes 
great surprise, as the opinion has been held, 
except by the members of the Dickinson fam- 
Hy the boy was killed and devoured by 


wild animals and not abducted, as Capt. 
Dickiuson bas stoutly maintained. 


[Willie Dickinson disappeared Nov. 1, 1881. 
having been abducted, as is supposed, by two 
men while on his way home from ool. 
After the my ee wpe the family received 
letters from parts of the conntry re 
ing the whereabouts of the child, but when 
the writers were looked up it was found they 
knew nothing. In March, 1882, a letter was 
received from Culpepper, Va., ing the 
boy was near there, and, though the hope 
was slight, Mrs. Dickinson went to Cul- 
pepper and found that Willie had 
been there in charge of a man named WI 
iam Morris, who had, however, gone to 
Washington, D Morris had come to 
Brandy Station, near Culpepper, in Novem- 
ber, but in some mysterious manner, having 
heard of Mrs. Dickinson’s intention to come 
there, he went to the National Capital, tak- 
ing the boy with him. Mrs. Dickinson, how- 
ever, found some of the lad’s clothing at 
Brandy Station and knew dy this 
that he had been there. Having no 
luck in Washington the mother traced 
the child through Maryland, Virginia, 
Delaware, and Pennsylvania, at length going 
to Rochester, N. Y., where she had hopes 
Morris would go. He did not turn up there 
however, but was shortly afterward arrested 
in Canandaigua, The chila, supposed to be 
Willie, was formeriy in an orphan asylum, 
but it was not he. That Morris had drilled 
this boy to represent himself as Willie Dick- 
inson was apparent. Shortly afterward Mor- 
ris offered to return the boy for $3,000, but 
nothing ever came of it, though the parents 
offered to raise the money and give it to the 
abductor. The mother once traced the boy 
to England and there offered £500 for his re- 
turn. The child is now about 12 years old. |

THE POTATO CROP OF 1887. 


Its Failare the Worst That Has Happened © 


Since 1881. 

The failure of the potato erop of 1887 is the 
worst that has befallen this country . 
when the average yield per acre was only 53.5 
bushels. The disaster is attributable to two 
causes, opposit in operation but uniform in their 
ultimate result, The crop in the Western States 
was stunted for want of sufficient rain, and that 
in the Eastern States was rotted by a surplus of 
it. The t of Agricul 


en ture places the 

area of the crop in 1887 at 2,300,000 acres and the 
average yield per acre as about 56 bushels, which 
is the smallest since 1881.. By a dispensa- 
tion of Providence, which occurred also six years 
ago, the crop in the United Kingdom and in 
Europe is excellent in quality and abundant in 
quantity. 

The United States does not produce en 

tatoes for home consumption, altho ugh 

lance in favor of tne imports is not large. The 
comparison of — and imports for a series 
of years since 1877 shows that the exports and 
imports have been merely nominal, vem eres | 
when there has been a ure in. the Uni 
States or when prices have been such as to at- 
tract potatoes to this country in preference to 
domestic sales.

To admit 
that any industry needs protection after it is 
once well established, is an admission that 
for natural reasons some other country is 
better fitted to carry on that industry. 

Protectionists claim that there are many 
important industries now protected which 
would decline funder a revenue tariff. Tariff 
reformers do not believe that. But granting 
it to be true, for the sake of argument: then 
the protectionists hold to the shameful idea 
that it is wise and just to tax the people in 
order that certain members of the community 
may be kept at industries which they can 
follow only ata * rather than 
that the decline of those industries should 
cause them to engage in some others for 
which their nature, circumstances, and sur- 
roundings better fit them.

The working people of this country must 
expect to be poor and wretched if they are 
willing to be led by the nose by the protec- 
tionist hypocrits who pretend to befriend 
them. is protection is all a sham to 
the very core. It hag never done any good 
to the people of this country, and no sound 
argument in its favor hasever been brought 
forward by ite advocates. It is made of 
nothing but hypocrisy and ignorance—mogjly 
of the former. 

In these last few Ihave fallen into 
the habit of protectionists, and have given 
you assertions instead of arguments. There 
are certain times when argument be- 


comes unnecessary. It is not well to 


trust to assertions entirely, as protec- 
tionists do; but sometimes they are 
not outof place. One more assertion:. Pro- 
tectionists say that tariff-reformers are favor- 
ing a British policy, and tnat they are work- 
ing to favor England at the expense of Amer- 
ica. This assertion can properly be met by a 
counter-assertion.

The only 
protection which the American working- 
man needs is protection from the Govern- 
ment which now grinds him down with need- 
less taxes upon his necessaries of life. When 
our labor is relieved of these taxes its 
products will be so reduced in cost as to be 
salable in the markets of the worla, and our 
unemployed labor will find work. But while 
the oppression remains thousands must be 
idle becauge our goods are shut out from for- 
eign markets by the wall which protection- 
ists have built around our country. 

Every thinking man must acknowledge 
that the following propositions are self-evi- 
dent truths:
